Whorf, who had lost seven 
pounds since Mushy took him un- 
der his wing, gasped after a 
hard session. “This is tougher 
than swapping real punches. Im- 
agine having to spend three 
weeks learning to be a fighter 
who doesn’t land any blows.”

The rule is to get rid of your 
hat with the first blow in a fight 
scene. It the hat is permitted to 
survive that first punch, it be- 
comes a Nemesis to both oppon- 
ents, the director and most par- 
ticularly to the script girl, who 
watches hats with the zealous- 
ness of a wife watching her 
husband at a party for co-eds. 

In Tobias’ fight with Howard 
da Silva in “Juke Girl,” War- 
ner Bros.’ picture now playing 
at the Strand, his hat was 
knocked from his head with the 
fifth blow of the battle. This 
was in the long, or establishing, 
shot. It thereupon became man- 
date that the hat should soar 
through the air at that precise 
moment in all subsequent takes. 

With this requirement, that 
hat took on a strange perver- 
sity. It would fall off easily and

“Couldn’t eat 
breakfast that morning, had to 
leave the lunch table and when 
we went into the scene I was 
shaking so we had to take time 
out until I could get hold of 
myself, I was terribly afraid 
that one of us was going to be 
really hurt, that I would grab 
a real bottle instead of the 
breakaway. When we finished 
the scene it was like finishing 
up a five hour sentence in a 
dentist’s chair. I was. ex- 
hausted.” 


Night Work 


Ann Sheridan went on the 
night shift, and we don’t mean 
night clubbing, for “Juke Girl,” 
her new Warner Bros.’ picture 
now at the Strand. 

Shooting schedule called for 
almost half of the three-month- 
long production to be filmed 
from darkness to dawn, with 
most of the night work on lo- 
cation ranging from 20 to 45 
miles away from the studio. 

Sharing the night shift with 
Ann was Ronald Reagan, Rich- 
ard Whorf, George Tobias, Gene 
Lockhart, director Curtis Bern- 
hardt and a flock of others. 

The film has a Florida back- 
ground of highway honky-tonks, 
trailer camps, and warfare be- 
tween fruit and vegetable grow- 
ers and marketmen.

The setting for Warner Bros.’
